_ Relief is in sight for Altona residents who 
for years have had to put up with the foul 
stench of rotting seaweed. 

Three 50 ft. long groynes (wire mesh baskets filled 
with basalt stones) will be installed at the beach as a trial 
as soon as approval is gained from the Port Phillip Bay 
Authority. 


City engineer, Mr. Ralph Simmons said the groynes would 
cost $1500 each and would run from the sea wall to the sea. 





Mr. Simmons said the current 
would move sand along the beach and 
as the water lapped. against the 
groynes sand would be deposited. 

By building up the beach the sea- 
weed could be more easily washed 
out to sea. 

Cr. Les Crofts said Altona was such 
a flat beach that during the calm the 
water did not have sufficient force to 
wash out seaweed deposited on the 
beach. 

Sand has been-dumped on the 
beach for several years as a part of 
the general improvements. 

Mr. Simmons said a couple of thou- 
sand yards of sand had been dumped 
on the beach in the past year. 

This gradua) building up of the 
beach meant eventually a greater area 
of sand would be free of seaweed. 

Seaweed would have a tendency to 
remain at the water’s edge 
more easily washed out to sea. 

It is anticipated $6000 wilt be spend. 
cleaning up the beach in the coming 
year. 

The greatest concentration of sea- 
weed is deposited on a quarter mile 
stretch of flat beach between Romawi 


" the nature of currents had a lot. to do 


and Maidstone Streets. 

Cr. Les Crofts said the vile smell 
was caused by a chemical reaction 
which occurred when the sun shone 
on the seaweed producing Hydrogen 


Sulphide. 
Seaweed has been a problem at Al- 
tona as. well as other bayside 


beaches for many years. 

“Methods tried to rid the beach of 
seaweed have included a sand trap 
which allowed sand to be washed in 
without escaping, and a series of 
planks placed at right angles to the 
sand from The Esplanade to the pier,” 
he said 

Mr. Simmons said the alternatives 
to combat the seaweed problem were 
to remove it from the beach, in- 
troduce bugs to eat it or to poison it. 

“By introducing bugs or poison, na- 
ture would be upset and this would 
affect marine life.”

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A history of land development in Altona 





Land prices in Altona just after the turn of the cen- 
tury could only be marvelled at considering what the 
same blocks of land would be bringing now. 


Here we continue the story of one of the first great 


land sales. 


‘A vast Multitude (ab- 
out 3000) were at the 
sale’. Just after 3 p.m. Mr. 
Perryman mounted the 
rostrum and commenced 
the sale. ‘The first lot sold 
(No. 19) on the corner of 
the Esplanade and Pier 
Street was sold for £13 
($26) a foot frontage, after 
starting at £5° ($10). 

Wages at this time aver- 
aged £3 —-4 a week ($6 
— 8.) In all 114 lots were 
sold, realising £25,442/5/9 
($50,884.58) about half a 
million dollars in today’s 
money. f 

Here follows a list of 
prices obtained in various 
parts of the estate put up 
for sale that day; — bal- 
ance of Esplanade — from 
£6/10/0 — £4/15/0 a foot. 

Pier Street, £7/0/0 — 
£1/7/6 a foot; 

Queen Street, £6/10/0 
— £4/15/0 ft; 

Sargood Street, £3/5/0 
~~ £1/5/0 ft.; 

Bent Street; £3/0/0 —

When the sale finished, 
the picnickers (for so it 
was for most of them) 
rushed .the trains ranged 


along Altona Bay platform 
at Pier Street. These were 


soon crowded and stea- 
ming away on their 25 
minute (!) journey to 
town, 


An_ eyewitness contin- 
ues, “The stream of land 





buyers hurried as_ the 
steamers’ whistles blew! 
and gongs sounded. Our 
party boarded ‘Surprise’ 
and challenged ‘Williams’ 
land ‘Rescue’. Hats were 
lifted, pocket handker-' 
chiefs waved, as gradually 
the beautiful foreshores of 
Altona Bay faded from 
view. 

Songs were sung, and a 
pleasant 20 minutes or so 
passed, The train was 
waiting at Sandridge and 
we were soon back in the 
city.” 

The second sale took 
piace the following Satur- 
day. On the Tuesday and 
Thursday the steamer 
“Hercules” was hired to 
take praspective buyers to 
Altona. On the day of the 
sale ; two trains were 
scheduled to run to Altona 
whilst the boat brought 
their quota of people. 


Over 2000 souls attend- 
ed the sales which again 
were. successful. 
Altogether éight known 
sales were held in 1888 as

2nd 15.9:88 - 169 
allots. 3rd 22.9.88 
allots. 4th 29.9.88 
allots.

“He was told there was 
not but that there would 
be an abundance free on 
the ground. ‘No free tea or 
coffee then?’ He was in- 
formed there was not. ‘Oh! 
Then send the waiter up 
at once with some cigars!’ 
He yelled:and was again 
disappointed. He kept up a 
well sustained snarl till he 
reached the ground where 
he indulged in all manner 
of free refreshments to his 
hearts content.” 

At the later sales one 
train and boat sufficed to 
transport the buyers. On 
the Thursday prior to 
most sales as boat took 
prospective buyers to 
have a look at ‘Altona.’ 

Building operations, in- 
cluding a post a-telegraph 
office started on October 
7th, however the land 
boom which had now 
reached enormous pro- 
portions burst just before 
the 7th sale on the 27th of 
the same month. 

On October 8 the “S.S. 
Active’’ commenced .a 
daily service from Port 
Melbourne to Altona. 
About the same time ef- 
forts were made to have a 
regular train and also the 
railway was extended to 
“Beach” station, just over 
three quarters of a mile 
westward, west of Lilly 
Street (NOW Grieve Pa- 
rade) during October. The 
8th (and. possibly _ the 
last) took place on Friday 
November the 9th (a public 
holiday) with one special 
train and 2 steamers to

Suspects that bidding 
would not have been very 
brisk. 

As land values dropped 
the proprietors in an ef- 
fort to sell tand applied to 
have a regular train ser- 
vice to Altona. They may 
have succeeded in this as 
mention is made in an 
article that all regular 
passenger trains were can- 
celled after August 14th 
1890, It also shows that 
their efforts to sell the 
land were to no avail. “ 

Perryman the auctioneer’ 
sold his interest in the 
company to J. Hosie who 
now held a large share 
whilst D. Munro sold his 
to a Henry Jennings a So- 
licitor. The capital of the 
company was increased 
from £300,000 ($600,000) 
to £345,000 ($690,000) in 
March 1891. 


COAL MINING 


In 1892 coal prospecting 
started again in William- 
stown and Hosie and the 
company decided to try to 
cut the company’s losses 
by trying their luck at 
coal by prospecting on 
their property. 

On Febuary 2, 1893 
brown coal was encount- 
ered by the Williamstown 
Newport Coal Prospecting 
Co. near the Newport 
Freezing Works. Encour- 
aged by this news Hosie’s 
group pushed on and in 
July, 1893 Hosie’s bore en- 





countered a thick seam of 
brown coal.

Encouraged by this find 
the company persuaded 
the Mines Depariment to 
ut down a bore where 
the Kooringal Golf Course 
now is, in April, 1894 and 
encountered a 70’ 5” thick 
seam of brown coal. 

This is all the Altona 
Bay Company needed, at 
feast one shaft was sunk 
near where Wren Street is 
now in Altona West and 
an unknown quantity of 
coal extracted. 

How much market 
Hosie’s mine obtained is 
not known but the com- 
pany hired a steam lo- 
comotive No. 528 from 
July, 1895 to at least 
March 1896, presumably 
to run coal trains to and 
from Altona, 

It seems probable that 
the mining venture came 
to an end when the com- 
pany deepened the shaft 
and struck -the underlying. 
Port Phillip subartesian 
basin which flooded the 
workings. 

This coupled with a 
poor market for the 
brown ‘coal sealed the Al- 
tona Bay Estate Co. Ltd.'s 
fate as it went out of exis- 
tance during 1896. 


The unsold areas 
passing into ‘The Trust 
and Agency Co. Of Aus- 
tralia’ who held a mortage 
on the property. Thus 


closed.

tona in the 1880s, who 
wrote an article some 
years ago. 

Wirst of all she men- 
tioned a little about the 
‘Altona Bay Estate Co.’ 
then goes on — “About 60 
years ago (1890) The 
water was laid on as far 
as Sargood Street.” 

The ‘Homestead’ was a 
beautiful place with a 
most attractive garden of 
about three acres, The 
boundary rider of the Es- 
tate lived there with his 
seven daughters. 

There was a “Lookout” 
just about where-the-Bap- 
tist Hall now stands. The 
stone buildings now used 
as the council rooms 
(since demolished) were, 
at this period, used as a 
dairy, meat house ‘and 
storeroom for ‘the Home- 
stead.’ 

The beach was then as 
clean and safe for bathing 
as could be found any- 
where around the bay. 
The beautiful shells were 
an added attraction. 

Beautiful plantations, 
three trees deep — mainly 
of English trees, together 
with the Tamarisk along 
the beach formed a square 
from Davies Street along 
the .Esplanade and then, 
along Rose Street, then 
along Railway Street back 
to Davies Street. These 
plantations were fenced. 

The paddocks ‘were 
Planted with lucerne, 
clover and other fodder| 
grasses, Many big She-oak 
trees were in the pad- 
docks, large numbers of 


(The Altona Bay Co, used 


to spell horses and leased 
areas for grazing pur- 
poses). b 

-‘A shearing shed was lo- 
cated in Rose Street north 
and was used for some 





time at the brown coal 
mine. 

A Mr. Alfred Mowlan 
described his early im- 
pressions as. such: — 
“During the year 1893, I 
came to Altona and lived 
with a family named Her- 
bert, who had a dairy and 
milk round in William- 
stown. 

The house in which we 
lived was that’ now occu- 
pied by the Flemings and 
was one of the only three 
houses on that (the east) 
side of Pier Street. 

The two houses_ were 
Rayner’s house in Mount 
Street (then occupied by 

inns —also dairymen 
of Williamstown) and a 
house occupied by a Mr, 
White who later. became 
engine driver at the coal 
mine. 

At this time there were 
a few small shops in 
Queen street opposite the 
‘Homestead.’ The coffee 
palace (‘Altona House’) 
was unoccupied and a 
good rabbit-trapping terri- 
tory surrounded it, 

The railway station con- 
sisted of just a platform - 
and ticket office. I remem- 
ber that for a period of 
four years one train — a 
picnic special from Foot- 
scray — visited Altona. 

In Pier Street at this 
time stood an elevated 
platform about 35’ high. 
This was originally a sta- 
tion Jookout and was later 
used as a rostrum for land 
salesmen. The pier was in 
good condition and had a 
line and trolley on it.

i was escorted to the house by three Confederate soldiers, led 
by Lt. Stuart Duff. 


As we approached the front 
door, Lt. Duff whistled a couple of 
bars of “Dixie”, which was answer- 

. ed, and the door was opened. 


Not an ‘account 
from a Civil War 
diary, the events 
.mention occurred 
last Thursday night 
in a north (curse the 
word) suburban 
house. 

When we = arrived 
grey-clad men, about 
14 in all, were sitting

“We are a re-activ- 
ated American Civil 
War unit, the First 
Tennessee Infantry 
Regiment, of the 
United States  Pro- 
visional Army, which 
was established by the 
U.S. Government's Civil 
War Centennial Com- 
mission during the cen- 
tenial 1961-5,

“The main purpose 
of the unit is to investi- 
gate the part Australia 
played in the American 
Civil War and put on 
displays of the period.” 

To whet my appetite 
he mentioned that the 
last Confederate soldi- 
ers to surrender in the 
war were 42 Aus- 
tralians, recruited in 
Melbourne from 141 
Flinders Lane, 

He added that, and I 
thought showed a real 
Australian pride in the 
fact, that they didn’t 
surrender until six 
months after the war. 

The group invited me 
to a meeting, which 
was held at the home 
of another interested 
historical researcher. 

The discussion 
around the room chop- 
ped and changed across 
many subjects from the 
authenticity - of uni- 
forms in the film Gone 
With the Wind to why 
the South wore grey 
uniforms. 

Stuart explained, 
“Originally the South- 
ern Militia was mod- 
elled on the famous 
Seventh New York 
Regiment and large 
stocks of the material 
were brought up.

-° As result of his cor- 


respondence’ research 
the military record of 
the man was found and 
it showed Hanson to 
have ridden with’ 
Stonewall’s Seventh 
Virginia Cavalry. 

Each piece of in- 
formation about the 
relics and_ history 
turned up by the group 
has been carefully 
documented as was the 
Shenandoah incident. 

The CSS Shenandoah 
was a Confederate rai- 
der that visited Mel- 
bourne in 1865, causing 
quite a stir. 

She was a raider in 
the Pacific, preying on 
north American trading 


- vessels. 


,_ On one of these mis- 
sions, she damaged her 
propeller shaft and the 
Nearest friendly port 
with the facilities was 
Williamstown, where 
they wanted to use the 
then government slip- 
ways, 

Not sure of the re- 
ception they’d get, they 
folded the Confederate 
flag into the corner of 
a white one. 

When the pilot came 
on board as the craft 
was ready to pass 
through the heads, he 


didn’t know the shi 
was Confederate until, 
instead of playing the 
national anthem, they 
played “Dixie,” and the 
Confederate flag was 
unfurled. ; 

The Shenendoah was 
eventually docked at 
Sandridge Pier in Port 
Melbourne. 

The Shenendoah did 
provoke a lot of dis- 


‘cussion about the de- 


fenses of Melbourne 
through which any ship 
can pass at will. 

At that time she was 
equipped with guns 
that could have levelled 
Melbourne from four 
miles away. 

On their arrival in 
Meibourne itself the 
officers were made 
welcome by the people 


‘and some were even 


taken to the 
Club. 


Stuart said “to cut a

‘long story short, there 


was an act at the time 
that .said no English 
citizen could enlist in a 
foreign army. see 

“When _ the’ Shenen- 
doah left, a steam 
packet followed her, 
and once outside the 
Australian limits the

Being a raider in the 
days before radio, the 
Shenendoah didn’t 
know the war was over 
until a British mer- 
chant hailed them and 
explained. 

The ship disarmed it- 
self and went to 
Liverpool, from where 
the Australians were 
repatriated. 

But the unit's activi- | 
ties go further than 
collecting history. 

They marched 16 
miles to raise money 
forthe Westgate 
Bridge Appeal; have at- 


. tended several balls as 


a group, regularly hold
